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PREFACE 

This Standard was prepared by the Joint Standards Australia/Standards New Zealand 
Committee CS/4, Care Labelling of Textiles, to supersede AS 1957 — 1987, Care labelling 
of clothing, household textiles, furnishings, upholstered furniture, bedding, piece goods 
and yarns. 

It was first published in 1966, revised in 1971 as AS L38 and again in 1976 at the request 
of the State Ministers for Consumer Affairs. 

The Ministers had requested that the 1976 revision include performance tests and criteria 
which could be used either as a guide in the choice of appropriate phrases or to determine 
if care instructions are appropriate. It was therefore decided to develop as a separate 
document a guide entitled AS 2621, Care labelling — Guide to the selection of correct- 
care labelling instructions from. AS 1957, which was published in 1983 and has been 
superseded by AS/NZS 2621:1998, Textiles — Guide to the selection of correct care 
labelling instructions from AS/NZS J 957, a companion document to this. Reference should 
be made to AS/NZS 2621 for performance tests and criteria for colourfastness and 
shrinkage because it provides a procedure to assist manufacturers in choosing washing, 
bleaching, drying, ironing and drycleaning instructions. 

Other revisions of AS 1957 occurred in 1977, 1982 and 1987 and during this time 
drycleaning symbols were picked up from ISO 3758. Changes in these editions relate to 
which textile products require labelling and what the label should include. 

In this new edition the decision was made to ensure that individual pieces of a suite of 
furniture be care labelled due to problems arising when one piece is taken to be 
drycleaned with no care instructions and to expand the care instructions for leather and 
upholstery. The Standard has also been reformatted into Sections. 

The international symbols for care treatments other than drycleaning (drycleaning symbols 
are required as they were in the 1977, 1982 and 1987 editions) can be included as options, 
although the requirement of this Standard is that written instructions are to be supplied. 
Current textile labelling legislation should be referred to in addition to this Standard in 
order to ensure correct labelling of textile articles. Legislation may list items excluded 
from care labelling requirements but does not prevent care labelling. 

The term 'informative' has been used in this Standard to define the application of the 
appendix to which it applies. An 'informative' appendix is only for information and 
guidance. 
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FOREWORD 

The developments in fibres, blends and finishes for textile articles have made it difficult, 
if not impossible, for consumers, and the laundering and drycleaning industries to 
determine appropriate cleaning procedures from the mere appearance of the article, or 
even from a description of its fibre content. 

This Standard specifies the use of phrases and a number of symbols relating to 
drycleaning which have clearly established meaning. The proper use of phrases is a means 
of informing the consumer of the laundering, drycleaning, maintenance or other care 
procedures to be followed in order to avoid damaging the article. 

The Standard does not prevent a manufacturer either from supplying additional 
information, if this is considered desirable, or from using phrases not included in the 
Standard when none of the 'stock' phrases are appropriate, provided that they accurately 
describe the necessary required care procedure. 

The following are some of the causes of damage to textile, leather, plastics and plastics- 
coated articles that were considered by the committee when developing the care 
instructions: 

(a) General care hazards 

Cleaning matched articles separately when colour or shade of one may change in 
which case 'Clean matched separates together' or a similar statement may be 
used as an instruction. 

(b) Laundering hazards 

- Washing when the article should not be washed. 
~ Rough handling, twisting, or nibbing. 

- Washing at too high a temperature. 

- The use of bleach on an article that should not be bleached. 

- The use of soap, starch, or other finishing agent on a leather article or one which 
has a flame -resistant or other special finish. 

- Drying in direct sunlight or close to direct sources of heat. 

- Drying in a tumble dryer where the fabric or garment construction is not 
appropriate to this treatment. 

(c) Drycleaning hazards 

- Drycleaning when the article should not be drycleaned. 

- The use of an inappropriate drycleaning solvent. 

(d) Pressing and ironing hazards 

- Ironing at too high a temperature. 

- Steam pressing when the article should not be steam pressed. 

(e) Spot cleaning and sponge cleaning 

- The use of inappropriate cleaning fluids. 

- The use of too much moisture. 

Purchasers of piece goods, yarns and other textiles are entitled to information on how to 
care for garments or articles they may make from those materials. This Standard requires 
that the information be made available at the point of purchase. 

The Committee emphasizes that instructions are to be verified to ensure their suitability to 
that article, prior to the article being available for sale. It has also expressed concern that 
under- claiming or 'low labelling' is occurring. For example, phrases such as 'Dryclean 
only' are being used, when washing is also a suitable care treatment. Consumers then lose 
confidence in labels and attempt to wash articles that legitimately need to be drycleaned 
only. In the case of leather upholstery or garments in particular, if the prohibitive 
instructions 'Do not wash' and 'Do not dryclean' are used together, the manufacturer will 
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need to verify that this is the case. Suitable care instixictions are required to be provided 
to the consumer in accordance with this Standard. Refer to AS/NZS 2621 as a guide to 
how to determine appropriate care instaictions such as whether drycleaning, washing or 
both are suitable. 

In the care of leather upholstery or garments it is particularly important to carry out the 
stipulated care treatment from the beginning of the article's use so that oversoiling does 
not occur thus making the item harder to clean. Experience has shown that slow build up 
of grime can go unnoticed for some time. When it does become obvious, consumers have 
found that a once expensive or cherished article retains this film which could have been 
avoided with regular maintenance from the start. Regular maintenance is therefore 
encouraged. Manufacturers should consider indicating this to the consumer in a pamphlet, 
ticket or on the label itself. 

Since the previous edition of this Standard was published, a process known as wet 
cleaning has become established. Currently there is no national or internationally accepted 
test method for determining whether a garment can be safely wet cleaned, therefore no 
instructions have been included in this Standard. There is also no test method for 
confirming the suitability of hot water extraction or on-site drycleaning processes for 
furniture (see Table 2). A colourfastness test to hot water or to the relevant drycleaning 
solvent may be used as an indication. If a manufacturer selects these phrases as suitable 
care treatments, it is their responsibility as in all other cases, to evaluate the process and 
ensure that the article will not sustain any damage. 

In relation to drycleaning solvents, the use of chlorofluorocarbons such as 
trichlorotrifluoroethane (solvent 113) is currently under review. Future legislation may 
prevent these solvents from being used in drycleaning. It is anticipated the Standard will 
then be revised or amended, also that different solvents will be specified when available.

Textiles — Care labelling 



SECTION 1 SCOPE AND GENERAL 

1.1 SCOPE This Standard sets out words, phrases and symbols to be used for giving 
care instructions for clothing, household textiles, apparel, furnishings, upholstered 
furniture and bedding, piece goods and yarns, leather apparel and upholstery. It also 
specifies methods by which these goods may be labelled or where appropriate, the 
instructions separately supplied. 

NOTE: For assistance in selecting the correct care-labelling instructions for a particular article, 
reference should be made to AS/NZS 2621, a guide which was prepared at the request of the 
textile industry. 

1.2 OBJECTIVE The objective of this Standard is to provide manufacturers and 
consumers with a concise uniform system of care labelling a textile product with care- 
treatment information. Information on the selection of care labelling phrases is provided 

in AS/NZS 2621. 

1.3 APPLICATION The Standard is applicable to textiles, plastics and plastics-coated 
fabrics, suede and grain leathers, furs, skins and hides. 

1.4 REFERENCED DOCUMENTS The following documents are referred to in this 
Standard:

1.5 DEFINITIONS For the purpose of this Standard the definitions below apply. 

1.5.1 After treatments — any process which follows the primary cleaning process, 
including drying, ironing, baishing or the application of soil-resistant chemicals. 

1.5.2 Bleaching — a process carried out in an aqueous medium before, during or after 
the washing processes using a bleach for removing stains or improving whiteness. 

1.5.3 Chlorine bleach — a bleach that releases the hypochlorite ion in solution, for 
example, sodium hypochlorite. 

1.5.4 Drycleaning — a process for cleaning an article by means of organic solvents. The 
process may include pre-spotting, cleaning proper, rinsing, spinning, drying and restoring 
to shape. 

1.5.5 Dry powder cleaning — a process for cleaning an article with powder which is 
either applied by hand or from a pressure pack. 
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1.5.6 Hot water extraction — a machine process for cleaning by applying a hot 
detergent solution to the article. The solution is applied by spraying and is removed by a 
suction device. 

1.5.7 Laundering — a domestic or commercial activity involving in combination all or 
any of the washing, bleaching, drying and ironing procedures. 

1.5.8 Non-chlorine bleach — a bleach that does not release the hyopchlorite ion in 
solution, for example, sodium perborate, sodium percarbonate. 

1.5.9 On-site drycleaning — a machine process for cleaning by applying an organic 
solvent to the article. The solvent is sprayed onto the article and then removed by a 
suction device. 

1.5.10 Permanent label — a label which will withstand the cleaning treatment given for 
the article to which it is attached, and which will remain legible and attached to the article 
throughout its useful life. 

1.5.11 Shampoo cleaning — a hand process for cleaning by applying foaming shampoo 
solution to the surface of the article followed by brushing the surface to loosen any soil. 

1.5.12 Sponge cleaning — a process for cleaning an article by sponging with a damp 
cloth to avoid excess moisture. 

1.5.13 Tumble drying — a process carried out on a textile article after washing, with the 
intention of removing residual water by treatment with hot air in a rotating drum. 

1.5.14 Washing — a hand or machine process designed to clean an article in an aqueous 
bath which may include soaking, pre-washing, washing proper, mechanical acdon, 
detergent, soap or other products, rinsing, and water extraction. 

1.5.15 Wipe cleaning — a hand process for cleaning by applying a cleaning solution to 
the surface of the article. The cleaning solution may be an aqueous detergent solution or 
an organic solvent as appropriate. 
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SECTION 2 LABELLING 

2,1 INFORMATION TO BE INCLUDED ON THE PERMANENT CARE LABEL 

2.1.1 General A permanent label shall include appropriate and adequate instructions 
written in English for the care of an article. The following also applies: 

(a) Care encompasses cleaning and maintenance. Appropriate care instructions are those 
that when followed comply with these requirements without damage to the ailicle. 
Maintenance instructions are generally necessary only for articles which require a 
cleaning process other than laundering or drycleaning. 

(b) Phrases of a general nature and those indicating that a treatment is prohibited or that 
special care is to be taken shall be used in conjunction with the appropriate care or 
cleaning instructions. 

(c) For made-up articles the care instructions shall take into account particularly 
vulnerable components such as trims, unless their removal is advised, or padding in 
upholstered furniture and bedding if covers are not removable for cleaning. 

(d) To assist the consumer, launderer, drycleaner, commercial cleaner, or where 
appropriate care instructions are not included in Tables 1, 2, or 3, other phrases may 
be included on the label, provided that such phrases accurately describe the required 
care procedure. A manufacturer may also set out additional care instructions on a 
swing ticket, in a pamphlet, or on a package. 

2.1.2 Care instructions for articles that can be laundered, drycleaned or both The 

following applies: 

(a) Where both laundering and drycleaning treatments are appropriate to the care of an 
article, the permanent label shall carry adequate instaictions for both treatments and 
both sets of instructions shall be given on the same side of the label with the 
washing instaiction to precede the drycleaning instruction. 

(b) Where no specific or prohibited drying instruction is necessary for the proper care 
of an article, a drying instruction is not required (see Note). 

NOTE: 'Drip dry' and 'Dry in shade' are examples of specific instructions and 'Do not 
tumble dry' is an example of a prohibited instruction. 

(c) Where no specific or prohibited ironing instruction is necessary for the proper care 
of an article, an ironing instaiction is not required (see Notes 1 and 2). 

NOTES: 

1 'Cool iron' and 'Iron on reverse side' are examples of specific instructions and 'Do not 
steam iron' and 'Do not iron' are examples of prohibited instructions. A statement of 
fibre content on a textile article should not be taken as sufficient indication of the 
appropriate ironing temperature as few consumers know the ironing characteristics of 
synthetic fibres. 

2 Ironing instructions are not considered appropriate for articles which the average 
consumer is unlikely to iron in normal use or care, e.g. socks. 

2.1.3 Care instructions for articles unable to be laundered or drycleaned The 

following apphes: 

(a) Where washing and drycleaning are both prohibited, an appropriate care instruction 
shall be given from Tables 1, 2 or 3 or if no such instruction is listed, a phrase shall 
be included that describes the required care. 

(b) In addition to the warning phrases 'Do not wash' and 'Do not dry clean', the 
permanent label shall include accurate phrases which adequately describe the care 
treatment. 

COPYRIGHT 
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2.2 PERMANENT LABEL REQUIREMENTS Care instructions as described in 
Clause 2.1, shall be given on a permanent label complying with the following 
requirements: 

(a) The label shall be accessible for examination by a prospective consumer, or, where 
this is not possible because of the manner in which the article is packaged, displayed 
or folded, the same care instructions shall be provided additionally on the package, 
or on a removable label or ticket attached to the article, or on a pamphlet 
accompanying the article. 

(b) The label shall carry the entire wording of the appropriate care instructions in 
accordance with Clause 2.1.1 and 2.1.2 or 2.1.3, whichever is applicable. 

(c) The wording of the label shall be in English, clearly legible, and of medium width 
lettering of which no individual letter shall be less than 1.5 mm high (see Note 1). 

(d) Articles with multiple components shall each have separate permanent labels (see 
Note 5). 

NOTES: 

1 Medium width the width which the manufacturer (of the type) puts forward under the name 
of the family (i.e. the group of typefaces which are derived from one basic design) as the 
normal width from which variants in the family have been or may be derived. 

2 Thread, tapes, zippers, facings and similar components should have similar dimensional 
stability and colourfastness as the base fabric for the particular care treatment advised. 

3 For guidance on alternative attachment positions for labels and the way in which care 
information may be combined with other information on a label, e.g. fibre content, reference 
should be made to AS 2392. 

4 Care instructions as appropriate should be in the sequence of washing, bleaching, drying, 
ironing and drycleaning. 

5 Individual components of multiple articles (e.g. a jacket, skirt, trousers, vest from a suit) all 
need to have a care label attached whether the same care instructions apply or not. In cases 
when the care instructions differ for one or more component(s), such as for example, when 
the fabric, fibre content, colour or trims differ (e.g. a jacket may have two colours or a 
trim), a different set of care instructions and therefore a different care label should be 
attached to that component. 

2.3 COMMERCIAL DOCUMENTS IN LIEU OF OR SUPPLEMENTING LABELS 

In instances where textile products pass between processors without being offered for sale 
to the end consumer, labels may be replaced or supplemented by accompanying 
commercial documents. 

These documents shall designate the correct care information in accordance with this 
Standard. 
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SECTION 3 CLASSIFICATION 

OF ARTICLES 

3.1 PROCEDURE The article shall be classified into one of the categories listed under 
the headings of Clauses 3.2, 3.3, 3.4 or 3.5. 

NOTE: Guidance may be obtained from AS/NZS 2621 which will assist manufacturers in 
selecting the appropriate instructions. It also nominates test methods to verify the choice. The 
'Product end use index' in AS/NZS 2621 lists product examples and the care treatments for 
which it is necessary to include an instruction. 

3.2 MADE-UP ARTICLES, APPAREL AND HOUSEHOLD TEXTILES The 

permanent label shall include, where appropriate, adequate instructions from care 
instruction categories A, B, C, D and E set out in either Table 1 or Table 3. 

Care instructions on permanent labels for made up articles, apparel and household textiles 
shall be in accordance with Clause 2.1.1 and Clauses 2.1.2 or 2.1.3 whichever is 
applicable. 

3.3 PIECE GOODS, YARNS AND OTHER MATERIALS 

3.3.1 Piece goods and other textiles — Method of labelling The care instructions for 
piece goods and other non-made-up textiles shall be clearly and legibly stated in one of 
the following ways: 

(a) On a label or ticket attached to the roll of fabric. 

(b) By printing or weaving the care instructions in the selvedge. 

(c) On the label on sample books or swatches of the goods. 
NOTE: For labelling of yarns see Clauses 3.3.5 and 3.3.6 below. 

3.3.2 Label contents The care label, ticket or pamphlet shall include, where 
appropriate, adequate instructions from care instruction categories A, B, C, D, E set out in 
Table 1. 

3.3.3 Care instructions for piece goods, yarns and other textile materials Care 
instructions for piece goods, yarns and other textile materials shall be made available by 
the supplier to the manufacturer or retailer who shall make them fully available to the 
consumer in accordance with Clauses 3.3.1, 3.3.4, 3.3.5, and 3.3.6. 

3.3.4 Information to be included on the label Care instructions given shall be in 
accordance with Clause 2.1.1 and Clauses 2.1.2 or 2.1.3 whichever is applicable. 
Additional instructions may be given to assist the consumer, for example, where a fabric 
has a specific end-use or requires special thread, trimmings, facings or interfacing or a 
special method of sewing. 

3.3.5 Yarns for the end consumer The care instructions of yarns for the end 
consumer shall be clearly stated on an adhesive label fixed to the inside of the cone or 
spool or on a swing ticket, wrapper or band attached to the reel, ball or skein. 

3.3.6 Yarns for commercial use The care instructions of yarns for commercial use 
shall be clearly stated on an adhesive label fixed to the inside of the cone or spool, or on 
a swing ticket, wrapper or band attached to the cone or spool. 

3.4 UPHOLSTERED FURNITURE (INCLUDING LEATHER), BEDDING AND 
OTHER FURNISHINGS The permanent label shall include, where appropriate, 
adequate instructions from each of the care instruction categories A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H 
of Table 2, 

NOTE: This Clause ensures that the consumer is given a choice of cleaning methods. Care 
instructions should be given for all methods of care appropriate for the item. Care methods are 
shampoo cleaning, hot water extraction, wipe cleaning, spot cleaning, drying and on-site 
drycleaning. Furnishing includes items such as curtains or pillows. 

COPYRIGHT 
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Care instructions on the permanent label for furniture, bedding, drapes and curtains shall 
be in accordance with Clause 2.1.1 and Clauses 2.1.2 or 2.1.3, whichever is applicable. 
Individual pieces of a suite of furniture shall all be labelled, e.g. cushions. 

NOTE: This Clause ensures that appropriate care instructions are provided for removable and 
loose upholstery covers. In such cases, appropriate instructions for washing and drycleaning 
must be provided. 

3.5 LEATHER AND FUR APPAREL (INCLUDING SHEEPSKINS) The permanent 
label shall include where appropriate, adequate instructions from each of the care 
instruction categories A, B, C, D, E of Table 3. 

NOTE: This Clause ensures that the consumer is given a choice of cleaning methods. Care 
instructions should be given for all methods of care appropriate for the item. 

Care instructions on the permanent label for leather and fur apparel as well as sheepskin 
articles shall be in accordance with Clause 2.1.1 and Clauses 2.1.2 or 2.1.3, whichever is 
applicable. 

3.6 CARE LABELLING PHRASES AND SYMBOLS The care labelling phrases in 
Tables 1, 2 and 3 have been divided into five categories, eight categories and five 
categories respectively. Select firstly the relevant Table based on the procedure as set out 
in Section 3, then select care instructions from each category that are appropriate to the 
article (guidance can be obtained in AS/NZS 2621). For upholstered furniture, bedding 
and other furnishings in Table 2, instructions shall be given from each category and a 
prohibitive instruction given if a cleaning method is unsuitable. 

NOTE: Example labels are given in Appendix A for care instructions from Tables 2 and 3. 

Where appropriate, phrases stating a washing temperature and agitation may be combined 
to form a concise phrase, e.g. Short machine wash — warm, Warm hand wash. 

Symbols shall be included for drycleaning instnictions in addition to the relevant phrase 
in Table 1. For other care treatments, symbols may be included as an option but shall be 
in addition to the relevant phrase. 

NOTE: Symbols for care instructions other than drycleaning are not included in this Standard. If 
information is sought on care symbols, reference should be made to ISO 3758. Some countries 
have their own national symbol system. In instances when export is envisaged, refer to the 
relevant national $tandard(s) for care labelling requirements and information.

It is the responsibility of the 
leather supplier or the garment manufacturer to ensure that any care label is appropriate for 
their particular product. 

3 It is recommended that advice to the wearer be provided by means of a swing tag. This 
information is regarded as useful although not essential. The care instructions must be 
attached to the garment by means of a permanent label (see Clause 2.2). 

4 This example includes recommendations for a suitable leather cleaner and conditioner. These 
recommendations are optional.

In addition 
to drycleaning by a specialist cleaner, these leathers may be cleaned using solvent-based 
cleaners such as those generally used for suede leather. 

2 This label has been designed for a particular type of leather. It is the responsibility of the 
leather supplier or the garment manufacturer to ensure that any care label is appropriate for 
their particular product. 

3 It is recommended that advice to the wearer be provided by means of a swing tag. This 
information is regarded as useful although not essential. The care instructions must be 
attached to the garment by means of a permanent label (see Clause 2.2).

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Standards Australia 

Standards Australia is an independent company, limited by guarantee, which prepares and publishes 
most of the voluntary technical and commercial standards used in Australia. These standards are 
developed through an open process of consultation and consensus, in which all interested parties are 
invited to participate.
